"Over 10,000 men have signed audi
agreements and they will be carried out
In good faith by us. You have rights
under those agreements which you arc
entitled to have protected and those
rights will be protected.

"We do not Intend to submit to any
person or body of men the question
whether those agreements should have
been made between you and ua. We
know by your loyal services In the past
several days under the most trying con
dltlons that you regard your agreement
as sacred and Inviolate. They mean the
same to us.

Denial of Fraad or Coercloa.
"Charges have been made that some

of the men were Induced to sign those
agreements by fraud, threats, coercion
and intimidation. The best evidence
that such charge are false Is the fact
that more than 10,000 of you are y

carrying them out by rendering service
to us and to the public.

"We have been asked to submit to
arbitration the charges Just mentioned.
Our answer Is that the charges and the
request come from the same source.
The source is the officers, agents and
members of the Amalgamated Associa-
tion of Street and Klectrlc Railway
Employees. You have shown what you
think of that association by refusing to
have anything to do with It. We have
decided that we will also have nothing
to do with It. It has deliberately broken
Its agreements in this city and brought
about a strike. You have been threatened
with personal violence. Insult and abuse
and your women folks have been like-

wise threatened.
"We will not yield to a request from

such a source to let outsiders come be-

tween us and our employees.
"We have been asked by the Mayor

and Public Service Commission to re-

sume our conferences with the Amalga-
mated Association. We were told at ths
close of their meeting this afternoon that
we would not be expected to say any-
thing until 11 o'clock morn-
ing and out of courtesy we said nothing
to them at the time. But we did not
agree to say nothing to our loyal men
and we do not Intend to wait until to-

morrow to say to you that we will not
resume conferences with the representa-
tives or members of the Amalgamated
Association.

We Meant What Wr Said Then."
"The members of that association left

the employment of this company and
started this strike. Wo notified them that
If they did that they would icmaln out
of It, employment and thnt we could
have nothing further to do with them.
We meant what we said then and we
stand by that statement now,

"Your right to work In this commu-
nity for wages and under conditions sat-
isfactory to jou is guaranteed by tho
Constitution and laws of this country,
and we expect that those who have taken
an oath to support the Constitution and
to enforce the laws will do their duty
by you as we expect to do our duty by
you and by all who ar- - Interested in this
company, including the public, whom we
all serve.

"All that Ir needed In this city Is the
suppression of unlawful combinations of
men to drive honest men fiom their
Jobs."

ALDERMEN DRAFT BILLS.

Evidence was offered y In th
Governor's Inquiry at St. Oeorge, Staten
Island, Into the Lake Island garbage
plant, to show that not only would the
plant be a detriment to public health,
but will destroy the oyster Industry in
Newark Bay.
